Attorney General 
of Keatuclty aad ia likely lobe its 
next Governor, his can erlias ht en 
self-made and but little short oi 
phenoaMaal. 

I give the following as told me 
by Judge Thomas B. Harrison, of 
RueeeHviMe, Kyt, whw ia a relative 

of Mayor Carter H. Harrison, of 
Chicago, a liie-loog Democrat, and 
has served Logen county with 

credit in the eapicily of citherClerk, 
Sberiii or Judge for the last forty 
years: 

Some twenty years or more ago 
there came to Kiisst:Uvillo a strip- 
ling of a boy from Butler county, 
Ky., an entire stranger, an<l walk- 
ing into the othce of Judge Harris 
son, then Clerk of Logsn county, 
told him that he was making the 
race for County Clerk in Butler 
county. The opposition were re- 
porting he wa;; not roinpetent; that 
be could not get a certificate of 
qoalificatioa. He had come, he 

said, to spend three w<-eks in Ins 
office to ripad t^ ipn the duties of a 
Clerk. ' He told bim he wee a pdor 
boy, having all the inone) l)c had 
in the woild witii bim, enough, he 
thought, to pay his board at some 
respectable boarding house, lint 
not enough to pay a livery bill, bo 
he bad brought a man along to 
take hir, horse back to Butler. 

Judge Harrison s,aid he was 
struck with the boy's intelligence 
and earnestnr'.s, and told liiin it 
would not lake three weeks to get 
ecerlMciiteof qiialificatioo; to lei

Getting a copy of the statutes 
and turning down the leaves where 
it related to the duties of a County 
Clerk, he gave it to the boy and 
told him to take it to his bosrding 
house, read it over cirttally and 
return in the morning.

He came to 
him after settling his livery and 
board bills and handed him all the 
money he had left and asked to 
know how much more be owed 
him promising if he lived he ahoald 
be paid the last dollar. 

Judge Harrison told him in his 
characteristic wsy he did not owe 
him a 'Hi — d cent;" lo go back to 
Butler county and let bis people 
know be had acenifkaleaf qaali 
fication. 

Taylor never comes to Russell 
ville since that he does not hunt 
up the friend of bis boyhood strug 
gles. 

Judge Harrision adds that il he 
lives to see November he intends 
to vote for that Butler county boy 
for Governor of Kentucky.
